Frogs, Hormones And Paraguay 


Wednesday, April 12 2:00 and 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday, April 13 7:30 p.m. 


In the heart of South America lies 
a vast, semi-arid region known as 
the Gran Chaco. Sparsely inhabit- 
ed, this area encompasses most of 
Paraguay and part of northern 
Argentina. The bleak ecological 
terrain of the Gran Chaco contains 
a number of frog species that are 
of particular interest to scientists 
because of their unique ability to 
adapt to this harsh environment. 
Some of the frogs secrete waxy 
substances to make themselves 
waterproof while others form a 
dense cocoon that allows them to 
survive in a dormant state without 
water for 10 months at a time. On 
Wednesday, April 12 at 2:00 and 
7:30 p.m. and April 13 at 7:30 
p.m., Dr. Rodolfo Rubial will 
present “Frogs, Hormones and 
Paraguay.’ In his lecture Dr. Rubial 


discusses the frogs’ amazing phys- 
iological abilities as well as their 
potential to benefit humankind. 
The study of these unique 
amphibians has provided a sur- 
prising and dramatic contribution 
to scientists’ understanding of 
hormones and neurotransmitters 
in mammals, including humans. 
Further study has revealed that the 
skin secretions of the frog phyl- 
lomedusa may provide chemical 
compounds that could be medi- 
cally beneficial in scientific 
research and the treatment of dis- 
ease. The Academy Store will be 
open before and after the April 
meetings. Next month, Dr. Robert 
Drewes of the Academy’s Herpe- 
tology Department, will present 
“A Naturalist in the Land of Gen- 
ghis Khan” on May 17 and 18.

Ozone Depletion in Polar Atmospheres 


May2 7:00 p.m. 


Recently there has been major 
concern expressed by scientists 
and environmentalists over the 
rapid degeneration of the earth’s 
ozone layer. Ozone is the natural 
shield that protects the earth from 
biologically destructive ultra-violet 
radiation , and its depletion will 
have serious global repurcussions. 
In 1985, a hole in the ozone layer 
was discovered over the Antarctic 


and in 1987, the Antarctic Ozone 
Expedition was formed to inves- 
tigate. Dr. O. Brian Toon, a NASA 
Ames scientist and Academy Fel- 
low, participated in the expedi- 
tion, and will be at the Academy 
of Sciences on Tuesday, May 2 at 
7:00 p.m., in the Morrison Audito- 
rium. In this lecture presented by 
the Academy’s Adult Education 
Department, Dr. Toon will discuss 
his flight through the hole in the 
Antarctic ozone and will share 
information about the 1989 Air- 
borne Arctic Stratospheric Expedi- 
tion based in Norway. Dr. Toon 
will discuss the theories concern- 
ing ozone depletion, how scien- 
tists are testing the theories, and 
the controversy surrounding this 
unfolding phenomenon. Tickets 
for this lecture are $8 for members 
and $10 for non-members.
